As many of you may know 

legislation passed out of the 

General Assembly last year 

and was signed by the 

Governor to make Illinois 4 

“Welfare to Work’’ state 

Without a doubt, the reforms 
made in this new law are 
going to change the welfare 
system as we know it today 

This initiative will take 
people off the public dole and 
put them to work 

The legislation will require 

25 percent of our healthy adult 

welfare recipients to take 

employment this year, and 50 

percent by 2002. The only 

individuals who will be ex 
from this program will be 
people older than 60 years old 
and those with children 
younger than 1 year old. 

There are currently around 
600,000 Ilinoisans on welfare, 
and many of them are 
children. 

Because of the large number 
of children on welfare, we 
include a provision in our 
legislation to protect them 
The bills we passed allow the 
state to increase funding for 
day care programs by more 
than $100 million so an an 
additional 150,000 poor children 
could be watched while their 
parents work 

This is very important 
provision, ensuring that the 
children are not put at risk by 
this program while their 
parents begin new jobs 

Another provision we 
enacted is an assurance that 
welfare recipients are not 
taking the jobs of higher paid 
workers. 

This was important to 
protect the families in our 
community who have secured 
jobs. for. themselves and have 
tried to'make a decent living. 

At the same time however, it 
gives some individuals who 
have never served in the work 
force a definite start toward 
turning their life around and 
becoming self-supported

The legislation also creates

The new law will, in effect, 
ban all people convicted of 
serious drug-related crimes 
from ever collecting public 
aid. Furthermore, the new law 
law will make probation and 
parole violators ineligible for 

sh assistance and food 
stamps. 

With these two provisions, 
we are sending a strong 
-message by taking away the 
benefits of those individuals 
who choose to abuse the 
system 

In sum, this program gives 
Illinois five years to remove 
hundreds of thousands of 
healthy adults off the public 
dole 

Many organizations, both 
public and private, such as the 
United Way and others, have 
concerns about this program 
depends upon the continuing 
growth of the job market in 
Tllinois. 

This issue will need to be 
addressed, and certainly other 
wrinkles will appear, I am 
confident 

I hope this column has been 
helpful in highlighting some of 
details of the new welfare 
reform laws.

50 YEARS AGO 
Feb. 28, 1938 — A woman’s cries for help lead 
to capture of a youthful thief. The purse 
snatcher was caught on a downtown street by 
two men after short chase on Friday 

The capture resulted in clearing up seven 
other similar crimes, two of them in Madison.

Figures supplied by the Illinois Board of Education had esti- 
mated that in the 1998-99 school year, Granite City Community 
Unit School District #8 would receive an additional $2.6 million 
However, District 9 Superintendent Steve Balen said district 
officials have discovered the figure will be far less. The actual 
figure, he said, will be about $1.8 million. 

The state package raised the student foundation level to

This area, arguably the best in the 
state when it comes to high school 
Sports outside of the Chicago metro- 
politan area, has prided itself in its 
rich tradition. Granite City’s achieve- 
ments in wrestling is just another 
chapter in the book. 


The constant in most of the long- 
term winning tradition at whatever 
sport, has been the longevity of the 
coach. Bill ‘Red’? Schmitt was at 
Granite City for 35~years, compiling 
581 of those dual meet wrestling wins 
for the Warriors. Other coaches have 
followed, including Mike Garland, to 
keep the tradition rolling 

Because of its high-visibilty sports, 
the area is almost synonymous with 
Collinsville basketball and East St. 
Louis football. 

Vergil Fletcher’s three-decade-plus 
reign with the Kahoks put the school 
on the map. When I traveled and peo- 
ple found out that I lived in Collins- 
ville, they ‘automatically asked me, 
“How's the basketball team doing 
this year?”

It has been the experience of this office that 
there is a great deal of confusion regarding 
various legal matters. Certain legal myths have 
arisen over the years. This article will identify 
some of these misconceptions and set the 
record straight regarding what the law actually 
is in these crea. 

One common fallacy is that a contract must 
be notarized in order to be vaild. This is 
certainly not true. The only purpose a notary 
serves to identify the person who affixes his 
signature to a document. There is no 
requirement that the signatures to a contract be 
notarized order to make the document 
enforceable 

Another widely held belief is that if a person 
dies without a will in Illinois, all his property will 
go to the state. The truth is that in this situation, 
one-half of his property will go to the surviving 
spouse and one-half will pass to his children. If 
he has no children, all the property will go to the 
surviving spouse. 

A third legal myth involves putting a notice in 
the newspaper that the husband will no longer 
be responsible for any debts incurred by his 
wife. If the husband and wife have charge 
accounts in both names, the husband will

continue to be obligated for future purchases 
even if such a notice is published. The propoer 
procedure would be to write to the creditor and 
cancel the charge accounts. The Courts are 
unwilling to impose a duty on creditors to read 
notices which are published in local 
newspapers. 









Another fallacy is that you must leave at least 
one dollar to your children for a will to be valid. 
In fact, if the children are not mentioned in a 
will in Illinois, they receive nothing. Whereas a 
man cannot totally disinherit his spouse in this 
state, he can disinherit his children. There is no 
obligation to mention children in a will. 


There is also an area of confusion regarding 
terminating child support when the paying 
spouse loses his job. Many people believe that 
if there is a total loss of income in this 
situation, this automatically ends one’s 
obligation to pay child support. There is an 
obligation in this situation to return to Court 
and have a Judge authorize a decrease in child 
support. This does not happen automatically 
even if there is a substantial change in 
circumstances.
